The terms of Emission for the present 


year will bo as follows: A student who 
presents himself with a certificate of two 
•ears' work m practical pharmacy under 
he guidance of a reputable cli uggist, 
will be admitted without examination. 


One who tilings a certificate of one 
ear of such practical work will be ud- 


mitted on a careful examination in arith- 
metic, grammar, English compoBihou, 
geography, (political and pliysicaljand 
listory of the United States. 


A student without a certificate will bo 


examined in tho branches already men- 
iioned and in natural philosophy and 
jotany—in each to tho extent ot an or- 
dinary class-book—and in Latin or in 
Gorman to the extent of the work ot one 
fear.

The course in pharmacy will embrace 


;ho work of two years in tho university, 
and tho work of two years in practical 
pharmacy.

Madison, just now, is in trouble about 


ler public schools, end there is a strong 
probability that tho schools will have to 
be cloned during the next fall term be- 
cause there is not money enough in- the 
treasury to pay the running expenses, 
and to boirow the city cannot do on ac- 
count of its largo indebtedness.

board of education of Madison was not 
wise in building an addition to their sec- 
ond ward scbo.ol house, and paying for it 
—some SC.OOO—out of the fund in reserve 
for the expenses of tho coming fall term.

The State Journal 
says the difficulty could be easily over- 
come if the city could borrow, but it can- 
not do,this as th3 constitution is in the 
way. Section 3 of fl-'Jclo 3LI of the state 
constitution, prohibits "any county, city, 
town, school disMct, or other municipal 
corporation from incuinng an indebted- 
ness iu any manner or for any purpose, 
to any amount, incl .idiug existing indebt- 
edness, m the aggregate exceeding five 
per cent, on tho value of the taxable 
property therein, to bi ascertained by 
tho last assessment for state and county 
taxes, previous to the mcuiring cf such 
indebtedness." 


Tho Journal sajs*"the indebtedness of 


tho city at present is S20C.OOO .and this 
will be increased by the issusnco of S23,- 
500 of bonds as soon as the water works 
are completed, which will make the in- 
debtedness 3229,000. The taxable prop- 
erty of nil kinds in the city at tho assess- 
ment of 1SS1, at tho time tho water-works 
indebtedness of S7G.OOO was incurred, was 
$1,581,409 and an easy mathematical cal- 
culation will demonstrate that §229,500, 
the city's present indebtedness, is fully 
fivo per cent, of this. Therefore, consti- 
tutionolly, the city is prohibited from 
borrowing."

of tho embarrassment at present. A spe-

CHICAGO, Juno 2S.—At noon yesterday two 


men weit) sivon passports to tho unknown 
Tjeyoml by an . ian-koopor. Tho partieuhu-H 
nre that a mail by tho name oC "Wllburt liny, 
u man employed by the Pullman company in 
handling brick at Jho brick-yard, shot Thomas 
Ryan [alias Dowble) and Gcorgo Fox. Ac- 
cording to Ray's statement Fox liad boarded 
with him at the comer of Teuton nr.cl Due 
Hundred and Sixteenth" streets for nearly 
throe 
weeks—the 
bill 
arnountinp; 


to 
$11.UO; 'which 
Ray 
tried 
several 


times to collect, but uiisuccessf ully, In order 
to secure his money ho went to tho Pullmau 
company and presented his bill, which was 
paid in full. It seems that bad blood liad 
been engendered some time ago because Ray 
forbade Fox taking boor to his room. 


Jane N. Bay noticed Fox leavingjhis bouse 


with u heavy black coat ou, buttoned up 
tight, and shortly after missed a suit of 


• clothe* belonging to another boarder by tbo 
nnmo of Kliue, who was at onco notified o.t 
tho fact. Tho day following Ray sent Fox n 
note, requesting him to return tho suit or ho 
would be arrested, 


Ou Juno IS Fox ivas arrested upon a war- 


rant sworn out by Kline, and served by Offi- 
cer Miller. He was tried at Kensington, and 
had ex-Prosecuting Attorney Stewart for his 
attorney; 
The cuse, against him was not 


proven, and he was-discharged. 
Kay snys 


that from a friend ho learned that Fox had 
the night before concocted a plan to "do him 
up." . He sent his cook, a man named Wright, 
to get an officer to stay at his house all night, 
but the statiou-keepor thought ho wassui'e, 
and the cook went back. 


About noon yesterday Fox and Ryan wont 


to Ray's house und battered down a screen 
door 011 Ray's kitchen. Ray came out and 
after talking a while the men entered. They 
wanted Ray to bo easy nnd not have them, or 
rather Fox, arrested again, for they wanted 
to keep at work. Ray says ho notified them 
to go away and keep out of tho house and 
that his wife did the same. They, however, 
paid no attention to Ray's commaud, but 
kept advancing, using abusive language, and 
one, Ray says, bud a butcher knifo in bis 
hand. 


Ray, thinking ho was in danger, drew a 


Smith & Wesson double-acting IS-coliber re- 
volver, and pointed at Rj'un first, as he was 
in tho kitchen, acd fired. Then ho turned 
ami fired nt Fox. Both shots took effect. 
Fox was shot at the inferior angle of the loft 
scapula, or in tho bnck near the shonkler- 
blnde, tho bullet penetrating his lung, which 
was evidenced by his spitting blood. Rynu. 
vais struck iu the temple, almost an inch 
from tho left eye, and tho ball cut'--ivd 
his skull, but did not go to the braifj. 
After tho shooting Ray walked io the pi'jh'co 
station, carrying his revolver, nnd stop- 
ping inside, suid: 
'Tvo dono uiy mhn 


muTheiio is my gun." An explanation fol- 
lowed, aud olllccrs \voro detailed to the hoilfce, 
while'Ray was locked up. At the honso the 
officers Tound tho wouuded men on the"floor, 
Fox was taken across tho street to Mike 
Nelson's boarding-house, and 
Ryan was 


placed ou n bed in Ray's house. 
Drs. Cooi;, 


McLean, Hovden, of Pullman, and Williams, 
•Df Chicago, were called, and after examin- 
ing tho men, decided that neither could live. 
.Ryan's lungs at S o'clock last evening were, 
fllling with mucus, and ho was dying, while 
Fox may liva for three days. 


This is tho defendant's sido of the story, and 


was 
thought at 
first to bo true, but 


upon investigation it was learned from 
two 
servant 
girls 
who 
worked 
for 


Ray and who saw tho whole affray that his 
story was untrue, and that it was a cold- 
blooded murder. They sny that the two men 
came to tho house with the intention of try- 
ing to settle tho trouble peaceably, and that 
as they were in the dining-room Ruy ordered 
them out of the house. They were each near 
diU'ersut doors, and they saw Buy bring 
fourth a double-barrel shotgun and then 
threaten to shoot them. At this stage of the 
proceedings, Wright, the cool:, got the re- 
volver from under a pillow and handed it to 
Ray, telling him to use that. He took it, aud 
just as Fox jumped through the door bj fired, 
theu turning, shot Ryan. 


He is considered n bad man, and has seve- 


ral times tried to kill people. 
At one time ho 


tried to shoot Policeman Gco. Gillespio, and 
nt another time John Carberry, He is a mnr- 
ried man, with no children, and ran a board • 
ing-house in tho building used for an ollice^or 
thu contractors und time-keepers of tho 
brickyard. 


Tho man Ryan had been here but a short 


time, and ivos not at work at all. Fox had 
worked iu the brick-yard as a "sandcr" since 
ISSi. Tho prisoner was later removed to tho 
Hydo Park police station, where ho gave his 
story to the reporter us above related. He is 
a good-looking man, and whoa seen was ex • 
tremely nervous. 


At 1 o'clock this morning Ryan was fust 


sinking into tho cold of death, and Fox's 
chances of living even three clays were pro- 
nounced very slight. 


A BKUTAL CRIME. 


XEW YOHK, Juno 2S.— For tho past three 


months Hiss Surah E. Slocum, daughter of 
Harvey Slocimi, has taught iu a little school 
house about one ruilo from the village of 
Salem, iu Wostcliestor county. The country 
roundabout is very wild, aud Miss Slooum in 
going to and from school had to traverse a 
very lonely road. 
On Tuesday morning she 


started out as usual. When near the bottom 
of the hill Miss Slocum heard a quick footstep 
behind her. 
Turning around, as she sup- 


posed to greet one of her scholars, she saw 
that a large negro, wiih a revolver in his right 
hand, was hnstonmg to overtake, her and was 
not three yards uwny. Miss Slocum says that 
as soon as he saw her turn ho raised the pistol 
and said ''Halt!" in a harsh voice. Sho im- 
mediately faced him, and, closing her um- 
bi'ollu, asked him what ho wanted, 


"Give me your money," he said. 
"I have no money with mo," sho replied, 
"Givo mo your watch then," seeing her 


watch-chain. 


"You may take the watch if you want it," 


sho said, seeing -that sho was wholly power- 
less to prevent it. He at onco took her watch 
and chain, goiug partly behind bet to remove 
the chain. 
Then he grabbed her by the back 


uf the neck and told her not to say a word or 
he would shoot her. 


"What are you going to do?" she asked. 


"Don't kill me: take tho watch aud leave mo 
alone," 


For a reply ho took a handkerchief fr°rn 


his pocket and drew it across her eyes to 
blindfold her. 
Sbe pulled tho -handkerchief 


u>vav and screamed for help at the top of her 
-.vkx>, although she knew that no one could 
bear hor from that place. Ho then caught 
her by the throat and, pressing his revolver 
under her ear, told her that another scream 
would be her last. She stopped for a moment, 
i.oth from terror and' because ho had choked 
li«.-r so that she could hardly utter a cry. 


"How como with mo," ho said, giving her 


a push towards tho low stone fence cm tma 


dido ot the path. Realizing tho new danger, - 
she-throw him from her and screamed again 
and again. Onco more ho caught he'i' by the 
flu-oat, and again sho throw him off. With 
a eiii-su he seized her a third tune, and al- 
though •she fought him with the euergy of 
desperation sho was unable to loosen his hold- 
on her throat. As his grip tightened sho 
fainted away and 
fell 
to 
tho road. 


When 
sho regained 
consciousness 'tha 


negro was dragging her over tho stone 
wall by tho roadside. .Sho.again trhxl to 
shake herscfl loose from him. She succeeded 
hi getting to her feet, but could not tludo 
him. Ho dragged her along to where tho 
bushes were thickest. 


•'I can go no further," sho cried. "Let me 


go. Don't kill mo; at least give me timo to 
pray." 


lie made no reply. There were two old 


apple trees grown wild not far away. ''You 
must go us far ;uf that second tree," lie said, 
"or I'll kill you at once." Sho was unable to 
do so, and sank to the ground.- Then lie 
half carried hor and half drugged her to 
the placo indicated and brutally assaulted 
her. 
He oliered to return her watch il'she 


would never tell what 
had 
happened. 


Fearing that sho was deceiving him, ho de- 
bated the advisability of killing her. Finally, 
however, evidently satisfied that she would 
not report tho affair, he ran p.wsiy. Jib* 
Slocum inauagcd to :nuku hor way home and 
tell her story. The people for miles around 
are searching for the negro, and if takeu he 
will probably bo lynched.

Tlie Trial of Huron Miller for the 


Murder of Dr. iilcnn «ivcn !S:m 
IiVanrlKCO Somctliin;; to Talk About. 
SAN FnA.N-CiSCO, June 28.—The trial of Hu- 


ron Miller, for the murder of Hugh J. Glenn, 
recently Democratic nominee for governor vl 
California, Feb. 17 last, wax begun on the I 
V-'tli inst. It was not until lost Friday that [ 
the jury was completed, the reluctance of j 
citizens being so great that the deputy had | 
io capture men by strategy, and ranchers, 
when they saw him, would mount their 
horses and ride oil' to escape being served 
with subpa-ims. The prosecution has closed, 
nnd the defense begun. A decided stusatioii 
was created by a statement by tin) defend- 
ant's attorney, the salient pointy uf which arc 
ns follows: "Dr, Glonn and Miller had been 
lifelong friends, Miller at one ti;ne being a 
prosperous merchant iu St. Louis. Meeting 
with reverses, he came to California, and, 
aided by Glenn,-wont into business at San 
Jaciuto, ami next at Colusa, but failed. 


Discouraged at his failures, he found occu- 


pation as a goose-herder until lo.it New Years, 
•when. Glenn offered him a situation as book- 
keeper. As such he had not only to keep the 
books of tho hotel, saloon, and store at Sun 
Jaeinto, but also to run the discount business 
of Mi's. Postcu, knovm as "the Rosebud of 
San Jacinto," she-having some UK.-.icy at the 
store with which sho discounted nrjney-orders 
given to laborers on L>r. Glenn's ranch. 
MUler's position became veryfuupleasant, "tho 
Rosebud" having Glenn under her complete 
control. Iu short, sho ran the ranch. The 
woman became much dissatisfied with tho 
manner in which Miller ran the discouut 
business, and -what with her complaints and 
having a quarrel with each man with whom 
he settled, opting to tho Poster, discount, bis 
position became unendurable. Glenn finally 
wanted Miller to resign, but the latter wanted 
further tune, Soon after this Mrs. Postcn 
came to Miller and asked what people in tho 
neighborhood thought of hor. 
MilleE de- 


clined to answer, saying he did not know 
what pcoplo'thought. 


Being pressed for au answer, he miked, 


"Docs Dr, Glenn think you are a lady J" 


"Yes, 
he docs," said tho "Rosebud o£ 


Jnclnto," 


"Well, I don't," said Miller, to which Mrs. 


Postcu retorted: 


'•W_>11, if I am not a lady, then Mrs. Glenn 


is not a lady," and proceeded to relate soir.o 
scandals concerning tho Doctor's family. 
Miller said ho highly esteemed Mrs. (jlunn 
aud ho would not listen to any scandal. Sho 
offered to prove what she said by producing 
letters, but Miller declined to look at them. 
The woman renewed hor proposition to pro- 
duce the letters tho next day, but Miller de- 
clined to read tho letters, which Mrs. I'ostmi 
claimed contained a request from Mi's. Glleim 
that she be not exposed at this time, Mi-s. 
Posteu had complete control of Dr. Glenn. 
She sat at his right hand a; the table, and 
his sons and other members of his family 
would sit at the same table. 


The night following the day of the second 


refusal to read tho letters Dr. Glenn Raid, 
"Huron, I wish to speak to you." 
Miller fol- 


lowed the doctor into Mrs. Posten's bedroom. 
Tho "lloac-bud" was also there, and tho doe- 
tor accused Miller of having insulted the 
woman. Miller said he had merely sought to 
protect the honor of Glenn's family. 
The 


doctor struck him between the eyes, breaking 
tho bridge of his uose. The doctor's rage in- 
creased, and the "Rosebud" pointed a pistol 
at Miller, daring him to deny that he had in- 
sulted her, Thereupon tho doctor again 
struck him, blacking his eye and knot-king 
him down, after which he kicked him on the 
leg cud elsewhere. Blood poured from tho 
injuries, Miller being drenched with his own 
blood. During all this Miller never onco 
thought 
of 
striking 
Gleuu, 
their 


previous 
relations 
had 
been 
such. 


The frenzied man would have undoubtedly 
killed Miller then had not t'"e 
"Rose- 


bud" said, "You have dono enough, boy,"— 
she always called him boy—"don't strike him 
any more." Glenn then discharged Miller 
from his employ. 


The day of tho homicide, Miller was walk- 


ing with'his gun, intending to uave it raffled 
off, when he met Glenn. Tho latter turned 
on him saying, "You damned 
scoundrel 


haven't you left hero yet?" and attempted to 
grab the gun. 
Miller refused to give it up. 


During the scuffle, it is claimed, thoguii went 
off, and Miller naturally fled, Tho taking 
of testimony began yesterday, and tho sensa- 
tional turn tho defense has taken frns not in- 
jured Miller's chances of acquittal, or to at 
least escape from they allows.
